A recall petition submitted against council 
member John Maynard was dismissed because 
of a lack of valid signatures. Petitions seeking 
the removal of County Council members Char- 
lie Peterson, Peter Haney, Paul Menard, John 
Hartley and Bill Hedden were validated. Ken 
Ballantyne was the only council member not to 
be targeted with a recall petition.

remain about the legality of conducting the 
recall ejection — the first since statehood — 
because Utah has no statute allowing for re- 
moval of politicians between terms. However, 
since the voters approved a new form of gov- 
ernment last November that included a reca!

Merris & Morris Is Not 
Licensed in Utah; None 
Of Its Cases Was Tried

One of the firm's principals, 
Greg Morris, is targeted for dis- 
barment in Oklahoma, where offi- 
cials contend he has too many cli- 
ents and not enough control over 
his practice. Until her 1992 acci- 
dental death, Mary Morris, Mi. 
Morris’ wife was his partner. 

Mr. Morris on Friday declined 
to answer questions about the 
judge's injunction. Glen Csok, his 
managing attorney in Salt Lake 
City, was unavailable for com- 
ment. 

Thomas Taylor, an attorney 
hired to defend Mr. Morris 
against the Utah State Bar, 
claimed that although Morris 
agreed to terms of the injunction, 
the firm did nothing wrong. 

The judge's order came after 
Bar prosecutor Stephen Trost ac- 
cused Mr. Morris of misleading 
the publie into believing he nad a 
license to practice in Utah. 
Though Mr. Morris had at least 
2,000 pending wrongful death 
and personal injury cases, none 
went to trial because he wasn't li- 
censed to practice here, Mr. Trost 
contended. The Bar received sev- 
eral complaints about Morris & 
Morris’ activities. 

Bonuses of $25 were paid for 


signing up a client “in the pro- 
spective client's home, hospital 
room or elsewhere,” according to 
the Bar complaint. 

The judge's far-reaching order 
is unusual ia Utah. Authorities in 
larger, more urban states have 
more problems with attorneys ac- 
cused of activities similar to the 
Ber’s complaint against Mr. Mor- 
ris. 


The preliminary injunction also 
requires Mr. Morris to: 

W Hire at least two other attor- 
neys licensed to practice in Utah. 

®@ Display a disclaimer in adver- 
tisements when the ads resume. It 
will announce that Greg Morris is 
not licensed to practice in Utah. 

E Make detailed reports to the 
Bar and keep its caseload below 
275 cases for each staff attorney. 

E Provide the Bar with the re- 
sume of any lawyer who joins the 

taff. 


staff. 

@ Prevent legal assistants from 
setting fees, giving legal advice, 
or representing a client in court. 
“[Mr. Morris] will not have non- 
lawyers negotiate cases,” the or- 
der states. 


Mr. Morris also to 
change the name of the if he 
is suspended in Oklahoma or Cali- 
fornia. 


Authorities in Oklahoma two 
months ago accused Mr. Morris of 
spending $1 million a year on ads 
to attract new clients — but not 
keeping up with pending cases in 
Oklahoma City, Tulsa, California, 
New Mexico and Utah. 

Mr. Morris “does not take any 
active part in representing the 
thousands and thousands of cli- 
ents that his advertising brings in 
yet he appears to have increased 
his advertising in Oklahoma de- 
spite the inability to handle the 
cases he currently has,” the Okla- 
homa bar group stated. 

Earlier this year in denying al- 
legations, Mr. Morris said his 
practice suffered after his wife’s 
plane crash in New Mexico.

A federal judge on Friday gave 
the final approval needed on a 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority contract to lease land. 
fill space in Utah for dumping 
sewage sludge dredged from Bos 


ceived approval from the Envi 
ronmental Protection Agency 
Sept. 23 

U.S. District Judge A. David 
Mazzone also had to sign off on 
the contract; the landfill is part of 
the Boston Harbor cleanup, which 
is under federal court order. 

The original plan was to build a 
landfill in Walpole. But after six 
years of pressure, the MWRA 
signed a 30-year contract to in- 
stead lease space at an existing 
landfill in East Carbon City. 

Sludge from the Boston Harbor 
cleanup is converted into fertiliz- 
er pellets, but MWRA officials 
said sludge will be shipped to 
Utah if Massachusetts cannot sell 
the fertilizer or if the plant shuts 
down.
